UP THE POISONING CASE. 


Nurse Ruoff, Who Knows the Prison- 
er, Will Be ar Important 
Witness. 
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SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 31.—The po- 
lice are making cvery effort to continue the 
detention of Mrs. Botkn, who charged 
with murdering Mrs. Dunning and Mra. 
Deane of Dover, Del., by sending poisoned 
candy through the mail. Owing to the 
strong fight against the extradition of Mra, 
Botkin, the local authorities will now en- 
deavor to secure her indictment by the 
grand jury, which would g.ve this State 
jurisdiction if the extradition proceedings 
fail. The principal witness will be Mra. A. 
Ruoff of Stockton, formerly a nurse of 
Mrs. Botkin. 

The police believe that Mrs. Ruoff will be 
an important w.tness. 

“Mrs. Botkin is a woman of resource,” 
gaid Mre. Ruoff in speaking of the prisoner, 
“and a woman of many moods. I will tell 
all I know of her when I appear before the 
grand jury.” 

The calm, apparently indifferent demean- 
or which has characterized Mrs. Botkin 
eince prison doors clanged behind her is bul 
an evidence of the impression created by 
association with her-—that is a woman 
of resource, as Mrs. Ruoffgealis her. 


A WOMAN OF MOODS. 

Mra Botkin has complete command over 
herself when she wills. She can appear the 
polished, interesting, witty woman of s8o- 
ciety; she may assume a persuasive, im- 
ploring Manner, or, she may pose, as now, 
as the wronged and injured woman whose 
life has been “‘as chaste as ice,’ but upon 
whose ungappy head calumnies have been 
cruelly heaped, 

The gay career which has been hers for 
the past few years has not been withour 
effect. Her nervous system will no longer 
endure a continuous severe mental strain, 
end already the trying ordeal through 
Which she has passed has left ite traces, 

The first impressions gleamed of Mrs. 
Botkin ate not favorable. Her manner jis 
too studied, while that restless, shiftitg 
gSiance of her large gray eyes and the pecu- 
liar fashion, all her own, of disclosing her 
teoth in a@ forced attempt to smile pre- 
cludes the possibility of her winning  <onti- 
dence or favor.

Delaware Authorities Mean to Bring 
Mrs. Botkin tg Dover. 


DOVER, Del., Aug. 31.—The State pros- 
ecutors here are said to have made an ar- 
rangement by wire with the California au- 
thorities that, if there is any doubt in the 
municipal Judge’s mind that the evidence 
is insufficient to bring Mrs. Botkin across 
the continent, the hearing on extradition 
will be held up long enough allow the 
Attorney-General and his deputy to reach 
there with new evidence.

For the first time in his life Haywood 
then attempted a practical appkKeation of 
his education.

The 
habit fastened upon him, and he lost his 
position with the university. His ruin be- 
gan in a university where his brilliant 
mind commanded the admiration of every 
one about the institution. Men said that 
before John Haywood there was a great 
career, for his education was exceptionaliy 
thorough and the possibilities of his brain 
seemed without limit.

As Reddish nervously paced his cell at 
the hospital, Wednesday morning, he vigid- 
ly portrayed the terrors c onsequent upOn ex- 
cessive liquor drinking. Only a glance at 
his kindly face is needed to see that Farmer 
Reddish is not a bad man. He has been 
suci ful in business and It is only of late 
years that liquor has ground him down. 
Unlike most farmers he is not brawny and 
muscular. He is of slight build and is but 
little more than a bundle of nerves. His 
face runs to the intellectual, and it is evi- 
dent that he farms on a business-like basis. 

Reddish talked rationally enough Wednes- 
morning when a Post-Dispatch reporter

called at his cell. 
“I came here,’ he said, “to try to get 
cured of the liquor habit. I omnlered b 


doctor and he employed a nurse to ate 
me. Yesterday evening I wanted to leave 
my room and walk out in the hall. The 
nurse objected and tried to force me back. 
I was not drinking, but was nervous. The 
forcible interference of the nurse agitated 
me, and before 1 knew what I was doing, 
I struck him over the head with a pitcher. 
I am truly sorry for it and I hope the nurse 
will recover without any bad results." 

An unfortunate feature of Farmer Red- 
dish’s escapade is that his wife, a most: ¢«s- 
timable woman, accompanied him to St. 
Louls and was with him at the St. James 
when the trouble occurred. She is almost 
heart-broken over the affair. 

A few minutes’ conversation with Red- 
dish gives a careful observer the full insight 
into his story. He is above the average in 
intelligence and as a result of his business 
sagacity has prospered more than many of 
hie neighbore. Th's caused him to be iion- 
ized. He felt that it devolved upon him to 
“treat’’—as farmer folk call it—and prob- 
ably every drinking man in his township 
has more than once partaken of his hosp!i- 
tality.
